The student viewpoint will be 
represented by Ben Ragland, senior 
In the college of Engineering, win- 
ner of the recent ODK Oratorical 
contest and the university's repre- 
sentative In the state oratorical 
contest for 1936. 

April 32 has been chosen by col- 
leges and universities throughout 
the nation for a "strike" against 
war intended to furnish a material 
proof of the wide spread opposition 
to war and the agencies which 
further It that exists on the Ameri- 
can campu today. 

The reasons behind the last great 
war, the probabilities of having an- 
other, and the part thecampus pop- 
ulation of American play In eradi- 
cating war will form the ground- 
work for the three speeches. 

The demonstration wUl be the 
flrts of Its kind on the University 
campus. The first student protest 
against war was organized In the 
spring of 1934. Approximately 25.- 
000 students participated, most of 
them from the larger Eastern col- 
leges and universities. The number 
was Increased to 185.000 In Feb- 
ruary of 1935 when the second stu- 
dent strike brought a nation-wide 
response. From reports received to 
date it is conservatively estimated 
that 500,000 students will answer 
the call Wednesday.

At this season of the year Thr Krrnrl is filled 
with annoncements of plcdgings to I Felia Thi, 
Sis Boom Bah.

Locks, etc. The candidate wears a dainty piece 
of ribbon for a short period, pays out his hard 
cash and is then duly entitled to dangle from 
his watch chain the emblem of the organi/ation. 
Two weeks after initiation the purpose of the 
organization, if it has any. is utterly forgotten 
l>v the initiate. 

The foregoing description is typical of the sit- 
uations which arc daily developing around us. 
Kveryono is making a mad effort at a front whu h 
will gain him recognition and subsequent pledg- 
ing by some organization while at the same time 
the various societies are casting wildly about 
for enough "suckers" with the cash which is 
< ustomarily required for entrance into such an 
organization. 

There are about fifty organizations on our 
campus which exist under the title of honorary 
of one sort or other and out of this fifty, three- 
fourths are hard put to justify their existence. 
\ large number of them exist purely as rep- 
resentatives of gigantic national rackets; most 
of the money which is paid in as initiation fees 
is sent to the "national headquarters" which in 
turn sends back a small sheet of paper which 
says "This is to certify that Blank Blank is a 
member of Blank Blank." 

The fact that such a situation exists is un- 
deniable. One can even make the assertion that 
anyone having the money necessary and the de- 
sire to get into some honorary in order that he 
may have the privilege of wearing a key and the 
pleasure of writing home to the folks that he has 
"made" such and such an organization can 
easily find one which will be willing to welcome 
him as a brothel. 

Moreover such organizations aie a definite 
hindrance to the efforts of really worthwhile or- 
ganizations which attempt to bestow honor 
where honor is due and which contribute some- 
thing tangible to campus life in the fonn of 
ideals and standards which arc- worth striding 
after. 

That such a condition should exist on 1 fie 
campus of the- University of Kentucky is indeed 
deplorable and little short of amusing. The 
student body should awake and rebel against 
the existence of societies which have no merit. 

The "honoraiies" not only tend to overshad- 
ow the purposes and ideals of more worthwhile- 
organization, but they seiiousl> impede them in 
the selection of candidates which really possess 
merit, because of the difficulty of sizing up the 
worth of the organi, 
they have received.

"SLOPPY" EDUCATION 

Higher education in the United States from 
l<)20 to 1950 was recently characterized by Dr. 
Stephen Duggan. director of the Institute of 
International Education, as a "pretty sloppy kind 
of affair." In denouncing past practices. Dr. 
Duggan said: 

"During the decade from Mil to 19.10. some 

01 the greatest new industries came upon the 
sccne-the cinema, radio, airplane and the new 
kinds of automobiles. The result was that any 
college graduate, until 1930. who was unable 
to get a job within six months after he left col- 
lege, was a pretty poor college graduate. In 
the past ten or fifteen years, we in higher edu- 
cation have been stimulated by expansionism. 
We have not studied society outside the walls 
of the college to analyze the new industries, 
enterprises or movements." 

Since the time referred to by Dr. Duggan, ad- 
vances have been made to remedy this situa- 
tion. The time is past when all that college stu 
dents wanted from their alma mater was instrtic 
lion in the finer arts of life and good football 
games. 

Students today have their choice of indusirial 
training or liberal arts courses. Divisions arc- 
so numerous that almost any type of education 
can bt realized through wise choice of subjects. 
Each course graduates many students each year, 
trained in the field they have chosen, whether 
it is science, business, engineering, art. forestry, 
home economics, music, or varied courses which 
teach the finer arts of life. 

Discussion has been long and heated on the 
values of specialized versus general training and 
which should be emphasized in colleges. The 
battle still rages. Opportunities for both "slop- 
py" education, as Dr. Duggin calls it. and prac- 
tical training arc offered in most colleges. Stu- 
dents must decide the problem themselvcs.-T/ie 
Daily Orange, Syracuse University.

In a recent address before a New York audi 
ence, j. Edgar Hoover, of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, speaking of the unprecedented 
spread of crime throughout the entire country 
during the past few years said, "When a man 
commits a crime and starts upon his escajie, the 
easiest avenue toward freedom is aftei he has 
Ik ri i apprehended b\ a law - enforcement 
agency." And further, "The American should 
make it his business to combat crime and all of 
i!u filthy and nullif y l ag inlliienccs which fos- 
ter crime." In othci wolds, the citizen's obli- 
gations to the country is not satislied by the- es- 
tablishment of a police s\stcm-bm his inieicst, 
in what is ultimately his own well being, must 
extend into the courts to the final GMtvictiON 
and incaitei atioti ol the law hicakei 

Ihcsi charges are by no means new. I he 
connection between rotten nlMfl and crime 
is too tacitly understood by the majority of |x-o 
pic for it to come as a surprise. But. when the 
pronouncements of a man whose |>osiiion and 
ex|)criente lend credulity to his words, aie 
s|jccchcs ol those stultihing influences of which, 
"the most important ol all is totten politics," it 
is time that the oidinaiy ritizen lake inteiest. 

It is a well known fact that many criminals 
have enjoyed a long life of crime befoie they 
aie brought to the higher courts, and this in 
many cases is not due to the lack of vigilance on 
the part of the police. The fault lies in the 
liiwei courts, where a little bit of "pull' ju- 
diciously exercised can bring about a man's te- 
le, isc loi offenses that merit jail terms. 

The public is (ailing to interest itself in this 
matter of "cleaning" the lower courts, is foiced 
not onl> to htfJ the emus of the situation, and 
its unnecessary expense, but is also increasing 
t lie likelihood that he. himself, will be the next 
mi tun <>f tlu purse slim UxnynA.-Villanovan, 
lillunoi u College.
